STABBING AFFRAY. 


In the Wabaeh Yards Sun- 


day Night. 


Four Tramps Participate ana One 


IB Probably Fatally Stabbed— 
Confined in the Laded e Hotel 
He is Deserted by His Com- 
panions. 


From Monday'' Da\\v. 


Sunday evening about 9 o'clock a 


stabbing affray between four bums toos 
place in the Wabash yards near Morgan 
street, which will most likely result in 
the death of one, who is now confined to 
a room in the Laclede Hotel. 
The in- 


jured man's name is George Deipkee. A 
reporter visited the hotel this morning, 
and was shown to the room occupied by 
the injured mac. It was with great diffi- 
culty that he gave his name and the 
aooouct of the affair. 
He spoke eub- 


statially as follows: "My nameis George 
De'pkee, and I am 19 years of age. 
My 


home before the death of my parents was 
at Monango, North Dakota. I have been 
on the bum a little over a month and 
yesterday wae accompanied by foui other 
fellows, two of whom were abonv, my own 
age. When we reached Deoatur o con- 
troversy arose, resulting from an effort 
nf three of us '«o shake the 
fourth 


man.

us, 
cutting 
the 
clothes 


of the other two and ssverely stabbing 
ms in the right side." When asked i£ he 
knew the man who did the cutting he 
said he did not know his name bnt could 
identify him. He also stated that none 
of them were intoxicated. 


The police arrived on the scene last 


night in time to arrest the injured man 
and hie two companions but did not catch 
the mau who did the stabbing. He is 
said to have gotten on an outgoing 
freight train for the west. All were 
confined in the Short street station until 
Dr. J. H. Eddy could arrive and after 
dressing Deipkee's wonnda he was given 
a bed in the Laclede hotel. 


HIB two companions were set free this 


morning by the police, and they imme- 
diately left town. 


The case was afterwards turned over 


to the county physician, Dr. Tobey, who 
visitted him this morning and reports 
the man in a very serious condition. 
The 1 nife entered the ribs on the right 
side and it is thought penetrated the 
lung; for the man is suffering terribly 
from its effects. It IB with great difficulty 
that he hienthog and when he talked he 
uaid the wound pained him terribly. 


HIB exceedingly short experience as a 


hum is likely to prove serioue. He is 
quite young in appearance. He stated 
that he had no trade 


Why it la that the polica made no ef- 


fort to locate the man who did the out- 
ting, which may prove no lees than mur- 
der, is something which has not been 
explained. One policeman was asked 
this morning by a reporter if they had 
caught the assailant and he replied that 
nothing et all had been done. Parties 
who claim to have seen the fracas say 
that the man could have been caught 
had the police exorcised some little con- 
cern about the case. 


In a Critical Condition. 


George Deipkee, the tramp who was 


stabbed Sunday night by another tramp 
named Bob, is in a very critical condition 
to-day at St. Mary's hocpital. He is 
delirious and the symptoms are all bad. 
State's Attorney Mills sent an officer to 
him to-day to ascertain if Deipkee would 
declare that he believed he was going to 
die. He said he thought he would get 
well. Mr. Mills will endeavor to get his 
last sworn statement in reference to the 
assault, in case death is close at band.

chased by the bank. 
It is contended 


tnat the trust funds could not be diverted 
from the specified purpose, and now the 
bank IB asked to pny to the widow and 
heirs oeitain portions of the 33,000 in its 
possession.

Jadge Long's Pension. 


The Supreme court of the District of 


Colombia has rendered its deoieion in 
the Judge Lcng pension case, to the 
effect that the commissioner o£ pensions 
had no right to deprive him ct his pen- 
sion without a hearing. This decision is 
important, aa it annihilates and declares 
illegal the policy adopted by the commis- 
sioner and approved by the president and 
secretary of the interior, by which, nnder 
cover of & pretension to "make the pen- 
sion roll s roll ot honor," there woe a 
wholesale and indiscriminate suapension 
of the pensions ot over 12,000 pensioners 
without giving them a ohsnoe to be 
neard. Among those BO suspended was 
the pension of Judge Long of Michigan, 
Being a judge of law and equity, Long 
applied to the Supreme court of the DIB- 
tdot of Columbia, praying that the ooart 
would issue a mandamus compelling the 
commissioner of pensions to pay the 
pension according to tho terms of certifi- 
cate granted him by the pension office. 


The method adopted by the pension 
licB of suspending pensions by the 


wholesale was soon discovered by the

Second, no state senate in this Union 


is a continuous body where half the sen- 
ate is election and the other half tt an- 
other election. Any assumption to the 
contrary is incompatible with the rule of 
majorities. The senate of the United 
States ia a continuous body. It has no 
end; but, unlike state senates, it was 
created a continuous body whan the con- 
stitution was framed (see sec. 3, art. 1), 
and in that creation the arrangement for 
the election of senators ia such as not to 
conflict with tbe rule of the majority, 
namely, the senate is made to consist of 
three classes, one-third being eleoted 
every two years to servo for six years. 
By this, two-thirds of the United States 
ia always in office to transact business 
and to pass upon tea eligibility and elec- 
tion of the other one-third or members- 
elect when they present their oredenticls. 
None of thesa things obtain in a state 
senate, for f here the senate is no mora a 
oontirnone body than the house of rep- 
resentatives and ia created at the elec- 
tion next preceding it, just as the house 
is. 


The fact that the state senate is not a 


continuous body settles the q net-lion 
against the right of ttie hold-over sena- 
tors in a state to pass upon the question 
of the qualification and election of the 
members elect, It is also clear that they 
can have no such right, when taken in 
oonnection with the following fact: 
All 


etsUe constitutions provide, so far as we 
know, that eaoh house (the senate and 
the house,) shall be the judge of the 
election and qualification of its members. 
So we see readily that half a senate could 
not j ndge of the qualification and election 
of tbe new members, because it is not the 
aanate, and as the lower bouse must 
organize from the members elect, so must 
the senate of a state, aud the prerogative 
of judging of the election and qualifica- 
tion cf members cannot begin until the 
organization is 
completed, 
and that 


organization must be by those who have 
certificates of election. In other words 
the judgment as to qualification and 
election which goes behind tbe certificate 
cannot begin until the party to be 
judged is a member. 
These facts must 


be clear to those who are trying to defeat 
the will of the people in New Jersey, and 
serves to show to what extremes Demo- 
cratic leaders will go in disregard of the 
popular will. They stop at no tmd of 
fraud, not even treason.

at the rate of 1 cent for each four ounces 
or fraction thereof; and where a pub- 
lisher issues a large edition of a periodi- 
cal containing an article or articles obvi- 
iously intended to advance private inter- 
ests, and circulated directly or indirectly 
through uomo arrangement with the par- 
ties concerned, or where the periodical 
contains advertisements secured under 
an offer or agreement to distribute a 
given nambenof subscribers, the extra 
copies so iesned shall not be regarded as 
sample copies, but shall be subject to 


ostage [at the rate of 1 cent for each 
onr ounces or fraction thereof sent to 
single address.

It IR well known that throughout the 


entire Hawaiian fiasco, in spits of the ap- 
parent determination of the administra- 
tion to conduct it secretly, which it sue.

fhe Location of the State 


Fair at Springfield 


Makes it a Thing of the Past—No 


More Expectation—No More Talk 
—No More Subscriptions—Deca- 
tur Maintains Her Uonor, Her 
Money and Her Union Depot— 
How it •wai Done. 


From Fridav't Daily. 


The state fair was located at Spring- 


field, at the meeting of the State Board 
of Agriculture yesterday, on the eighth 
formal ballot. 
This ends the agony, 


takes the state fair off its wheels and 
loonies it at the best place next after 
Deoatnr, The elate board, having previ 
ously visited all the sites offered by De 
c&tar, Bloomington. Peorin and Spring- 
field, met yesterday at 10 o'clock »»t the 
capital for the purpose of deciding upon 
a permanent location. 
After dispos- 


ing of eome general business the board 
decided to select tha sits in each 
competing oity that in thtir opinion 
would be most suitable in ease snob, oity 
were selected as a permanent looation. 
Deoatur had offered the board either one 
of two sites, the old fair grounds and a 
site east of the oity. The board selected 
the old fair ground. After selecting the 
sites for the otber competing points it 
was decided that an open meeting of the 
board should be had at which each oity 
should be given an hour to preeent its 
olaims for preferment. This mealing 
was held in the senate chamber, where 
the olaims of Springfield were presented 
by J. C. Oonklin; Decatnr, by Hon. W. 
C. Johns; Peoria, by Hon. William O. 
Clark, and Bloomington, by Gen. John 
MoNalta, In hia speech for Peo/ia Mr. 
Clark pat his lance into Deoatnr in the 
following paasoge: "Deoatur has not the 
hotel accommodations necessary to ac- 
commodate those who would attend a 
state fair; and then I want to refresh 
the memory of the board" as to the 
Union depot, which 
they 
have all 


seen, 
at 
Deoatur. 
It 
is a good, 


live 
business 
town, 
her 
people 


are wide awake but tha depot is a dis- 
grace to the oity, and in my opmion a 
city with snoh a depot oa^h: to be 
Bshamad to be in Springfield or anywhere 
else asking for nuytLiQK which \voulc 
draw a large aggregation to that oity by 
rail. They ought to ba at home moving 
heaven at d earth to get that depot oa1 
of town, if they would maintain their self 
reepeot.'' 


Senator Johns in presenting the olaims 


of Decatnr did himself and the city great 
credit,, and many were the complimentary 
remarks heard on every side after he had 
concluded his talk, over his effort. 
His 


talk was fall of meat, and there was not 
a sen'enoe from start to finish that was 
thrown in as stuffing, or taut could be so 
construed. Mr. Johns treated the busi- 
ness feature of the proroqition alone and 
made every point clear ana H.CWK. 
He 


called attention to the fact that on three 
oooasions when Deoatur was a small oity 
the atate fwir came to the city poor, and 
went away with its debts paid and 
handsome 
cash 
balances 
to 
its 


credit. 
He toll how a few years 


ago the Odd Fellows had figured for a 
certain purpose on the most available 
rbilroad centre in the state, and the re- 
sult of the calculation was that it' a man 
should leave every town in the state for a 
towo near the center, he would travel 
7UOO miles less in going to Deoatur than 
in going to any other town. It was this, 
said Mr. Johns, that always made the 
state fair suooessfal in Deoatur. He aleo 
called attention to tha fact that as the 
Illinois Central pays annually into the 
state treasury 7 per cent of its gross 
earnings, the state fair located in Deoa- 
tur, on that line, would, by augmenting 
the traffic on thH road, by reason of thia 
increased traffic) on that road, so largely 
increase this annuity paid into the state 
treasury by that company that it would 
largely meet the expenses to the state of 
holding the fair. Ae a matter of busi- 
ness, he contended the board should save 
this sum when it could be done so easily 
by locating the fair at Decatnr. 


After Mr. Johns had finished his 


speech the board adjourned for dinner 
and met again at 2 o'clock, when those 
cities which had not done BO presented 
their cases. Gen. McNnlta waa last to 
speak, and as soon as he closed Mr. Fnl- 
kerson of the board, who, by the way, 
was for Springfield offered a resolution 
providing that the board should proceed 
to ballot for a permanent location and 
continue balloting until a place should 
be selected. This resolution was adopted 
by a viva voce vote. It was undoubtedly 
presented for two reasons first, Spring- 
field believed it could win if the voting 
was pushed to a conclusion; second, to 
defeat the intention of several members 
to defeat a location if possible. After 
this resolution was adopted, it was 
agreed, as there was one absentee, that n 
majority ot the 21 memberj preeent 
should locate. It was aleo| agreed that 
the first bullet should be informal. The 
balloting promptly began. It TP.H 3:15 
o'clock when the informal ballot was 
taken. The result was aa follows:

votee cast on the 8th ballot and was de- 
clared the permanent looation for the 
state fair. The friends of Decatur went 
;o Springfield on that ballot and gavfi it 
;he prize.

Deoatur had a large delegation present 


to see that "no rights should be lost." 


All DeoBtnr, Peoria and Bloomington 


lacked was votes. Hud Springfield lacked 
one vote it woald have failed of selec- 
tion. 


On the train coming borne there was 


some talk in the delegation ot getting 
off at the old fair ground, getting B good 
drink of nlear spring water and walking 
into town, but when some one suggested 
that at that time of night there was 
danger of the delegation being held up 
by robbers the 
idea 
WSB promptly 


abandoned. 


It is bat fair to s»y that no member of 


the delegation went to Springfield be- 
lieving that the result would surely be in 
favor of Dioatnr. 
They went deter- 


mined to do the test they could, in the 
hope that fortune might turn in the bal- 
lotting in favor of Deoatur. They went 
to make an honest fight in an honest 
way, and that is precisely what they did. 


The agony is now over, and the Deoa- 


tur people will resume the business of 
making Deoatur the best business town 
in the state outside of Chicago. 


Dr. Connelly, of Harrietown, is cne of 


those clear headed, broad-minded people 
who was always ready to go to Spring- 
field or anywhere else to aid in securing 
the state fair for Decatur. 


We will all go the state fair at Spring

The deceased was born 0:t. 10,1811, 


in Lebanon county, Fa,, and was a son 
of John Sawyer, a native of the county, 
who served in the war cf 1812 and was a 
member ot the Pennsylvania legislature. 
There were five eons and five daughters 
in the family, only two of it horn are now 
living—Thomas Jefferson Sawyer and 
Mrs. Sellie Young ot Philadelphia, PR. 
In 1834 the deceased and Miss Eliza 
Ketring, ot L»b«non county, PB., were 
united in marriage. There were six ohil 
dren. They are Mrs. Mary Packard, 
wife of Silas Packard, this oity; John 
Sawyer, William Sawyer, Orlando Saw- 
yer, Mrs. Emma L. Butler, of Kentucky 
Thomas E. died at the age of one year. 
The wife and mother died in 1S48. In 
1854 Mr. Sawyer married Mrs. Harriel 
(Mylor) Quliok, and to the couple were 
born three children, two of whom are liv- 
ing. They are Mrs. Anna B. Harnsber- 
ger, wife of Jaoob Harnsberger of Cham- 
paign. Ill,, and Edwin Sawyer. Mrs 
Sawyer died m 1892.

In 185C 
he made a journey to California, making 
the long and perilous trip with mule 
teams. 
He prospected for gold, and 


made some money. He returned in 1854, 
and purchased 205 acres of land on the 
river east of Decatur. He also possessed 
fourteen acres north and west of Deoa 
tnr, besides oity property at 405 North 
College street and on Water street. All 
hia long life Mr. Sawyer had been a care- 
ful business man, square in all hie deal- 
ings. Many will cherish his memory and 
recount his numerous good qualities.

John Buchncr, an 
ex-convict who 


has

ferson City penitentiary a short time, 
where he served a term 
of three 


years for 
criminal assault upon a 


young- colored school teacher, Mary 
Weaver, started out with the deter- 
mination to make a new record for 
fiendish brutality. 


Arming himself with a double-bar- 


reled shotgun he left his home, about 
two miles south of Valley Park, and 
started out in quest of victims. 


Th») Flr»t Victim. 


He first met Mrs. Al Muugo, the wife 


of a respectable colored farmer. It 
seems as though a presentiment of 
what was to occur came over the poor 
woman, for as soon as the, fiend sa- 
luted her she told him she was in a 
hurry to get home to her sick baby, 
and to please not detain her. 


Tiiis- was not in accord with the de- 


mon's plans, however, and he boldly 
made an indecent proposal to her. 
Ktill hoping to escape, the poor woman 
begged to '.ic allowed to hasten home, 
promising faithfully to say nothing of 
his proposal. 


All of this was, however, to no pur- 


pose.
